The present continents would appear as vast tablo-lands 
culminating in peaks eight to ten miles above the inter- 
vening se Firat, there would be the plateau of 
Enrasia (Europe plus Asia), with its highest summits ia 
the Himalayas. To the south of Europe would be seen 
the African tabje-land rising up into the great Lake 
region, with Ruivenzori as its culminating summit ; and 
Australia would constitute a great outline eouth of Asia, 
North and South America would form two immense 
triangular plateaux in the Western Hemisphere, 
Between the American masses and the opposite 
elevations of Europe and Africa would lie the 
wide valley of the Atlantic, shallow at its northern 
end, but deepening out towards the south into aa 
extensive Antarctic depression, The Atlantic basin 
would be narrowed where South America and Westera 
Africa now approach each other. Ir its northern division 
would rise two elongated plateaux running, sous:

MR. THOMAS TILLING, 
Tas Biagersr Jos-Mastex on Earra. 


Tr fs a remarkable fact that all the successful cab 
businesses in London have been started by private 
individuals, most of whom have risen from the ranks. 
A few yuars ago, @ nomber of cab companies were pro- 
moted, chiefly as speculations on the part of the nobility 
and geotry. But none of these companies ever made 
much headway. Nor can we be surprised, for the 
management of horses and drivers and the many ins and 
euta of the cab trade can only be thoroughly under- 
stood by practical experivuve and successfully carried out 
by the strictest personal attention. 

Mr. Thomas Tilliug, the originator of the bnsiness 

which has now epread ali over flondon aud is well 
known ¢ the provinces, isa farmer's son. As 
a child he displayed an extraordinary liking for horses, 
and one of his earliest delights was to drive his father's 
team into London. 
+ Before he was twenty he left his home for the busy 
metropolis, and with the little money he had saved he 
bought a horse and an old-fashioned fiy. The horse was 
a gtey, a colour for which Be. Tiling had and still 
has a special affection. Tilling’s greys have achieved an 
almost world-wide reputation. 

In a very short time he became the possessor of five 
horees. Then a singular piece of misfortune happened 
to him. All his borves died. In no way dauuted he 
began all over again, and his lucky etar has since been 
in the ascendant. 

From a single borse and an old-fashioned fly to a 
modest little business in Walworth was one stop in the 
steady onward progrvss of what is now one of the largest 
horsing establishments in the world. 

After leaving Walworth, Mr. Tilling made Peckham 
his headquarters, uad from Peckham the manugement of 
the more important business connected with the thirty 
branch establishments which have since been opened by 
Mr. Tiling in und about London is stili directed. 

The fact thet Mr. ‘filling will supply any-sort of car-

It was from Mr. &. Titling, a pleasant, business- 
like man of short stature and comfortable proportions, 
that I obtained the chief part of my information. 

“How long bave your buses been running, Mr. 
Tiling ?” I asked. 

“It was in the year before the Great Exbibition that 
my father etarted a bus, which ran from Peckham to 
Oxford Street and back. In those days the fare was 
eighteenpence, and there was a short adjournment at 
Camberwell Green for lunch. The conductor received 
és. a week and was expected to supply a; and wash 
the bua. As ail.the moncy passed through his hands and 
there was no system of checking the receipts, the 
employers were compelled to pay the conductors on the 
principle that the more they have the more they take. 

“ My father was the pioneer of the theory, which is put 
into practice everywhere now, that the passenger should 
come to the hus and not the bus to the passenger. Before 
then, the rich man would send his footman down to the 
es from which the bus was suppused to start and the 

us would then go and fetch this man; probably after 
that journey there would be another footmau waiting on 
@aimilar errand. So the game went on and the bus did 
mot arrive im the City till late in the day. 

“I' might perhaps mentioa that the first London bus 

from the Bunk to the Yorkshire Stingo, Marylebone 

; this was in 1829. It carried tweuty-two people, 

all imaide. The fare was one shilling, and periodicals 

were supplied. We should be very glad to provide 

papers, and we might even throw in some light refresh- 
meuts, if that price were still maintained.” 

Mr. Tilling’s buses run throughout the pater part of 
London, and carry on an average 24, passengers a 
Gay. During the great bus strike in the early part of 
last year, Mr. Tilling’s were the only “ticket” buses to 
be seen in the streets, And here it may be explained 
that the real cause of that strike was not the long hours, 
but the system of check ticket which was then to be intro- 
@uced for the first time by the big bus proprietors and 
companies. ‘ ? 

On the appointed morning, when the strike net 
this ticket syetem was elsewhere universal, Mr. Tilling’s 
rivera and conductors turned up to a man, showing in 
& marked degree the confidence which they placed in him, 
and the gvod feeling which has always existed between 
taster and workman in this firm. ; ; 

One of the rooms at the Peckham offices is turned inte 
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“Every morning they apply at one of our yards for 
the hire uf w cub for the day. "We do not of course let 
them to men unless we know something about them. 
They mast also have a driver's certificate from Scotland 
Yard, which ensares their being capable drivers with « 
thorough knowledge of London geography. Man 
has his own particular cab, which he always takes, and to 
each cab there are two horses which divide the day’s work 
between them. 

‘*The cabmon of to-day are far superior to what they 
once were, and with very few exceptions treat their horses 
humavely. The price they pay varics acco to the 
season of the year. In the slack time, namely from 
September till Christmas, the price will be from 10s. 
a day upwards, according to the yard. In the busiest 
season, from May till July, when Parliament is sitting, it 
will be 16s. or 17s. 

“Of courne, a cabman can experience a gond deal of 
bad and good lack in his day’s work. if a man cannot 

y the full hire of his cab, and we believe him to 

e honest, we are quite wiiling to accept less and still 
employ him.” 

“Where do you get your horees from?” 

“ From all parts of England and Ireland now, though 
we used to buy @ good many high-class German horses. 
They are, perhaps, nicer-looking, but they have not the 
svamine of the [nglish-bred ones. We have naturally 
to think of strength as well as style, for most of the work 
is pretty hard. 

“ We buy all our horses young, and train them our- 
selves, They ate taken in hand by experienced men, 


whe break them in, and teach them to pull up sharply, 


to bach, and twist, and turn. This is a very important 
ef our work, as we have altogether over 2,500 horses 
ready for immefiate use. 2 

“Besides the supply needed for car own vehicles, we 
horse the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, the whole of the 
Salvage Corps, aud part of the Mvtropotitan Police, besides 
some brewery firms and vestries, We have a horse 
hospital hore, resident veterinaries, and sick nurses. All 
the horses that are uowell are brought to this hospital, 
where they get every care and attention.” 

“ How long will the horses stand the wear and tear?” 

‘Perhaps four or five years on the average, but it 
depends very much on the nature of the work. Those 
on contract work will be worn out in less time than that, 
as they are not driven by our own men, but by those 
whose sole object is to get as much work as possible out of 
the horse in a given time. When they are of no further use 
to us they are sold at the repositories. Many are bought 
by men in a smaller way of business, and others find their 
way into the country, where they are soon freshened ap 
again by the farmers.” 

While Mr. Tilling still has use for a horse, he will not 
sell it in the way of business, on principle, even though 
by so doing he would make a good profit, and he has 
doubtless good reason for this somewhat anomalous 
practice. 

The forage bill for this vast army of horses is over 
£1.100 a week Four thousand sacks of food ready mixed, 
representing 320,000 lbs. weight, is consumed in this space 
of time. Mr. Tillisg has just built asplendid new granary 
at a cost of £10,000. 

One branch of the business is entirely devoted to 
carriage-building and harness-making, everything io this 
line, with the exception of the omnibusea, being made 
there. 

“ Don’t you think, Mr. Tilling. that both fonc-wheelers 
and buses might be made considerably lighter and leas 
clumsy ?”’ 

“ With regard to the four-wheeler, I would beter! 
say ‘ Yes,’ in fact we are just having some new ones built 
which will be a good deal lighter and more comfortable. 
They are costing ns. £65 enh Omnibusvs, on the other 
hand, cannot, I think, be altered tor the better. 

“ You see, they must be made as narrow as possible, and 
they must be constructed so that they will turn easily and 
in little space. They must also be fairly heavy in the 
framework, or, as happened in that bus accident a few 
weeks ago, they will become tcp-heavy, and easily over- 
turned when there are many passengers on the top. The 
newest buses, in fact, are heavier. They weigh about 
30 cwt., eome 5 or 6 cwt. more than the older patterns.”

DAIRY FARMING IN BRITAIN. 
etl 


Tue rapid progress that dairy farming has been makin 
in Britain of late years is simply extraordinary. Now 
adays, when the agricultural outlook is about as gloomy 
and depressed as it is possible for it to be, it will be 
— Hocy farmers Te re ly re-converting their 
aral to pasture ; it pays. 

At the present day there are nearly 3,500,000 milch 
cows in the British Isles; and the average cow being 
responsible for 400 gallons during the course of a year, 
altogether some 1,400 million gallons are produced in the 
United Kingdom annually. Of this 400 millions are used 
in the production of butter and cheese, another 400 in 
fattening calves, etc., while the remaining 600 millions are 
consumed at the table. 

According to the latest estimates, it takes two and a half 
irae of milk to make one ponnd of butter, and to pr>- 

luce an equal weight of cheese requires one gallon, which 
means that over 110,000 tons of butter and cheese are 
turned out every twelve montha, 

However, as every inhabitant consumes on an average 
19 lbs., a farther quantity of twice as much again bas to 
be imported, about half of which consists of margarine. 

The average arocunt of milk used annually by each 
inhabitant of the British Isles amounts to sixteen gallons, 
but the consumption in London is only six gallous 
per head. This fact speaks for itself. 

In conclusion, it is interesting to one the approxi- 
mate amount of dairy produce with the two other 
principal items of food consumed in the United Kingdom 
—namely, meat and liquor. 

No less than £61,000,000 aterling is annually 
expended on dairy prodnce and poultry, £79,000,000 in 
liquor, and lastly, the nice little sum of £87,000,000 on 
meat. Happy butchers!

Berorr the advent of the railway system on the Con- 
tinent, the life of the Queen’s messenger was one of re:| 
adventure, and many are the tales of | hardship and peri! 
which have been tuld of the journeys in those days. 

Once, at a period when Great Britain was on the verge 
of a war with a great Continental power, the Queens 
messenger was entrusted with despatches of the highs: 
itn portunce, amd was instructed to make the best of his 
way via Athens to Constantinople in order to deliver 
them to the British Ambassador in the latter city. 

The route choren was by Marseilles, and then by sea 
to Athens, where the messenger was told an English man. 
of-war would be on the look out, and convey him on to 
Constantinople. 

The messenger embarked in due time at Mareeilles on 
board a vessel bound for Athens, and after a prosperous 
voyage was approaching his destination. | 

When, however, the versel was just rounding the point of 
land some little distance before the harbour of the Pireus,

There id, however, a town in America where the very 
fields and gardens which produce the ee and fruits 
for consumption, are afloat, and where, Venice-like, nearly 
all the traffic is carried on in canoes. 

The city of Mexico is mtuated on the narrow neck of 
land which divides two great lakes of the Anahuae 
Siig in Central America, ovor 7,000 feet above the sea 

Early in the fourteenth centary the Aztecs conceived 


the idea of “ for gulivating the floating masses of

an . 


With but little labour the inhabitants fastened these 
bodies of decayed matter together, 20 as to form fields 
some 300 feet in length and 20 feet in width. The 
surfaces were then covered with an abundance of rich 8:31 
obtained from the banks of Lake Tercuco, and propelled 
from place to place with long poles. 

A number of the more modern Chinampas, as these 
buoyant gardens are called, are artificially constructed of 
wicker-work, and covered with twigs, leaves, and earth; 
but those which were in use previous to the Spanish 
invasion of Mexico, were formed naturally of the knotty 
and twining roots of treea, tangled shrubs, and stens of 
water planta bound together with reeds and rushe;, 

The country surrounding the city of Mexico is ex- 
ceasively marshy, and to clear and irrigate a apace in the 
foresta, sufficiently large for the purposes of cultiva:ion, 
would entail an enormous amount of labour. Tho idea 
of these easily constructed gardens, therefore, com. 
mended itself highly to the Mexicans, who are by no 
means an industrious nation. 

Practically the whole of the fruits and vegetables e1n- 
sumed in the town are grown on these floating islancs, 
which are sometimes Jarge enongh to sustain the weight 
of a fair sized tree, or a hut for the person in charge. 

, The Mexicans take great pride in the arrangement of 
their-Chinampas, and those who are more energetic than 
their fellow-countrymen plant round their fields a border vf 
brilliantly coloured flowers, which form a striking and 
agreeable contrast to the dark luxuriant foliage of the 
surrounding tropical forest. 

The farmer on his floating field, cultivates beans, peas, 
and capsicums for the market, and also often succeeds 1u 
producing an abundant crop of potatoes and artichokes. 

Mexico, however, is not the only country of which 
floating islands are a peculiarity. 

Jules Verne, in his CRypTocraM, has given usa vivid 
and impressive description of the floating masses of vege- 
tation which abound in the Amayon, and bases his stury 
upon the journey which his hero made on the Giant Raft, 
nha was nothing more nor less than a huge floating

Even in parts of Britain these natural curiosities are to 
be found, although, of course, they are not of the size 
and fertility of those which exist in South and Ceutral 
America. The Bog of Allen in Ireland, for instanoe, 
contains masses of peat floating about, over which 
one ma: with ect safety. 

In _kugland, e Derwentwater contains a amal) 


island which appears and disappears from time to time at 
the same spot. This marvellous clod of.earth usually 
reste on the bottom of the lake, but during hot weather it 
becomes permeated with marsh gas, which makes it more 
or leas buoyant, and ite tendency to rise is also greatly 
assisted. by the water plants which grow on its surface. 

The inhabitants the valley of Cashmere, where 
many large lakes abound, find it necessary to cultivata 
their vegetables upon pieces of land which are detached 
from the marshy ground by cutting through the roots of 
the reeds and other planta about two feet below the sur- 
face. When the rains swell the lakes to such an extent 
that they overfluw, these strips of soil rise with the 
water, so that the cereals and vegetables are not 
destroyed. 

Fioating islands of one kind and another are said to 
have been well known to the ancients, for Roman writers 
speak of them as existing on lakes Vadimonia, Cuii!ia, 
and Stationia, in Italy, 

Pliny atserts that similar curiosities were to be found 
on lakes near Cosanbum, Reate, and Modena, while those 
on Lake Vadimonia were, according to the youner 
Pliny, often used for the'transportation of flovke of sheep 
from one shore to another. 

But this inethod of conveyance was excessively slow, 
and not without considerable risk, for on more than one 
occasion a whole flock of sheep have been known to take 
fright, and to plange into the water which surrounded 
the natural raft. 


The most curious of all Euro floating islands are 
to be found in a lake known as era de Agua Sofa of 
Tivoli, near-the Baths of Agrippa, and are composed uf 
sulphar, carbonate of lime, and the leaves and roots cf 
trees. Needless to eay, these masses are not used for 
purposes of cultivation.

THE BLUECOAT BOYS OF LONDON, 


Everysopy in London knows the Bluecoat Boys, with 
their odd, old-fashioned uniform of blue and yellow, 
lightened by silver buttons, and nothing whatever in the 
shape of » bat. Strangers always look at them with great 
interest, aak what thoy are, and, having found out, pay a 
visit to Christ’s Hospital School, and walk over as much 
of that interesting and ancient pile as the gatekeeper, 
with the black top hat with tho silver-lace band, will 
permit. 

The school was founded as a charity in the days of 
Fdward VI. Boys who could not otherwise obtain an 
education on account of the poverty of their parents, or 
the lack of them, were here to be given an education, 
and a pretty thorough one, tov. Bot as the years rolled 
on, and gave place to others, the real charity boy rolled 
on too, and gave place to others, who would be indign:nt 


were it to be insinuated that they were ever on even the | 


most distant terms with charity. 

The site of the school contains five and one-fourth 
acres, So vast is the building that in many of the 
corridors and other — that are open to the elemsnts 
the roar of London is unheard, or falls upon the ear in a 
sleepy murmur. The great dining-hall is the second 
largest of the kind in London, that of Westminster 
rankiug first. It is 195 feet long from wall to wall. At 
the north end is a gallery for visitors and friends of the 
governors during an entertainment. 

On the face of the gallery are the royal arms. At the 
ether end of the hall is the organ and a place for the 
choir, There, too, are the arms of tha school—two 
Bluecoat Boys. Five rows of oak tables stretch frum one 


end of the hall to the other, and on each gide of each row 
Is a line of oak benches. At these tables the boys, of 
whom there are 750, eat three meals a day, having first 
laid the tables, which they clear when the meal is over.

whether it is by the cara of the State or of their own 
parents that these httle ouca are fed. 

Before wo exclaim at the cost to the taxpayer we must 
remember that the French bers no poor-laws like the 
English, ond this is simply one of their methods of dis- 
iributing relief.
